1 . This Action is in reply to applicant's correspondence of 28 January 2003. 

2. Claims 95-142 and 148-155 are cancelled without prejudice. 

3. Claims 156-181 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 156-181 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
was not able to find in the prior art of record the limitation decrypting encrypted digital 
data using the at least one of the plurality of utilization permit keys for performance of 
only the requested use of the digital data. 

Claims 156 and 169 are independent, with claim 156 the broadest claim. 
Dolphin teaches the use of copyright protection using permit keys that is a permit key 
directed to the decryption of a particular database, but does not in addition have each 
permit key apply to a use that is storage, editing, transferring data, but in addition to 
have the utilization permit key for performance of only the request use.
